Colleges and College IStudents 
Must Serve, Announces McNutt 



Washington, : (O.W.I. Release) — 
Until recently It would never have 
occurred to college students to 
think of themselves in terms of 
manpower. War Manpower Com- 
mission, Chairman McNutt told the 
mid-winter graduating class of 
Haverford, January 30 — but, he 
said, they ' were like the 'man who 
was speaking prose and didn't real- 
ize bis accomplishment ' 

A digest of Mr. McNutt's speech 
follows: . 

The term manpower is more fre- 
quently associated with the masses 
of workers employed by large- 
scale industry than with the for- 
tunate minority of. carefully edu- 
cated individuals whom the colleges 
induct Into professional and man- 
agerial life. So when you were 
registered ■ for the national service 
you may have experienced some- 
thing ,of p>e surprise of that char- 
acter in' Mollere's play who dis- 
covered that he had been talking 
prose wthout realizing his accom- 
plishment 

Your government regards you as 
Important, whether you are leaving 
college for the military or for other 
forms of national service, because 



of the exceptional training oppor- 
tunities which you have had. 

It is very important that popular 
faith in the value of our colleges, 
and in the quality of their students 
should be sustained. For' In the 
grim days that lie ahead there will 
be no place In our society for in- 
stitutions which fail to render na- 
tional service, and consequently no 
place for students who give the. lie 
to that proud designation by wast- 
ing thç borrowed time provision- 
ally placed at their disposal 

From now on the colleges must 
creasingly accommodate themselves 
while maintaining standards, in- 
to the pressures of total war. 

The larger educational institu- 
tions, with facilities for housing, 
feeding and teaching large '.num- 
bers arc naturally and properly 
behig called upon more largely than 
others, although by no means ex- 
clusively, to accommodate the spe* 
calizcd training units which the 
Army and Navy are setting up. 

A number of the smaller col- 
leges, because of special facilities 
or exceptional standards, have been 
seleded for partjeular forms o( ser- 
vice lying outside the general Army

Army ^s College 
Plan Outlined 

Soldiers WiU * 
Study m U.S. 
Institutions 



Washington (OWI Releaie)-It is 
likely that educational opportunity 
for women In the U.S.A. will be 
destroyed In co-educational colleges 
taken over for the military special- 
ized training program, Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt told reporters recently. The 
Çhairman of the War Manpower 
Commission explained that there 
was no intention, as he understood 
it, of taking over an entire plant 
for educating soldiers; the load 
would be distributed as fairly as 
possible. 

WMC officials disclosed that 
names of the colleges would be re 
leased piecemeal, probably by noti 
ficat^on directly to the Institutions 
as they arc chosen by the Army- 
Navy-WMC committee. If public an- 
nouncements are made, it was said, 
they will be timed so that they will 
not precede receipt of word by the 
colleges affected. ■ 

Further details ot the plan were 
described earlier by Brig. Gen. Joe 
N. Dalton, Assistant Chief of Staff 
for Personnel, .Services of Supply. 
The Army program will provide 
technical instruction for about 150,- 
000 young soldiers each ycar,^ he 
said. 

"These men . . . will spend from 
12 to 48 weeks in classrooms, labora- 
tories, and study halls preparing for 
special duties in such services as 
the Air Forces, Corps of Engineers. 
Medical Department Chemical War- 
fare, Signal Corps and the Adjutant 
Genertl's Division." 
Of discipline. General Dalton said: 
"Each unit of the Army Special- 
ized Training Program will be un- 
der a commandant whose military

"Grass," the film story of a 
nomadic Persion tribe ot 50,000 
men, women and children, who 
set out in search of what is to 
them "the staff of life," was 
presented by the Zoological De- 
partment last evening in Moyse 
Hall as the second In their sc- 
ries of biological films. 

The filming was done by two 
men and Anc woman who were 
the Jirst w)|lte men éyer to be 
allowed' to cross the Zardeh 
Kun Pass Intb this part of Per- 
sia. The film starts off with a 
portrayal of the journey of the 
producers from the time they 
set out tiear Angora in Asia 
Minor until they reach the Bak- 
tyral tribe in the highlands of 
Persia. , For months the pro- 
ducers travel through barren 
desert, and across snow covered 
mountains with their camels 
and donkeys, stopping over- 
night at lonely fortresses, foU 
lowing a caravan route protect- - 
ed by a desert patrol, and all 
the time they travel the cen- 
turies flow backwards. They 
pass men who shoot with the 
old gunpowder rifles, and who 
make their fires with flint and 
steel until at last they come to 
the forgotten tribe of the Bak- 
tyrai.

Although he was an Economist^ 
Veblen's ideas have affected many 
sociologists, and his Ideas have giv* 
en rise to the study of Institutional 
Economists.

North Africa 

Three months ago British and American 
troops invaded North ^Africa; or more 
exactly invaded the possessions of Vichy 
France in North Africa. Gaining military 
control of these areas was a relatively easy 
task in comparison to the effort that will 
some day be made to gain military control 
of Europe. And the task was made easier 
by the fortuitous presence of Admiral 
Darlan in North Africa, wiio ordered the 
Frencii troops to lay down their arms. 

Thus the .\Hics quickly aiul. at not a 
great cost, gained control of most of the 
French North African empire with the ex- 
ception of the most heavily foKificd por- 
tion, which today is now being attacked. 
Cdnlrol of the whole of North Africa is a 
highly desirable thing. It at once safe- 
guards transports going through the Medi- 
terranean and opens the possibility of an 
invasion of Europe from the south. 

But these possibilities cannot be ex- 
ploited until the Allies have taken the last 
portion of the Tunisian coast. Meanwhile 
there has been and continues to be much 
debate concerning the relations of the 
French colonial government and to the 
Free French go^'cmment. 

Admiral Darlan by accident or purpose 
was in North Africa when the invasion 
started. His i)rcvious record was known to 
everj'onc. While he opposed Laval he still 
coilàbbrated with Hitler. He did not, as 
Charles de Gaulle did, chose to flee to 
another country to carry on the fight 
against Hitler. Regardless of tlic reason 
the fact remained that Darlan did collab- 
orate with the Germans. Yet this was the 
man with whom the Allied commanders 
treated. His order of cease fire may have 
v.cut short the United Nations campaign in 
V North Africa. But was that worth the 
rpHce of dealing with one of the leaders of 
.Vichy? 

Darlan's assasination leaves a question 
mark as to his real intentions. His .succes- 
6or, General Giraud, has to his credit a 
hatred of the Germans. His history of 
escapes has made a popular figure of him. 
It is he who is reported as believing that 
the downfall of France in 1040 was duo to 
her political parties and the democratic 
system. He has no use for democracy. Yet 
strangely enough this war is being fought 
to presen-e democracy. 

Since Giraud assumed office he has not 
removed from colonial administration any 
of the Vichy supporters who were placed 
there by Darlan and Laval. He has chosen 
to elevate Payrouton who regardless of his 
reasons helped to carry out the Vichy 
polie>' of collaboration with Germany. 

Charles de Gaulle on the other hand 
has steadfastly opposed the Qermaiis and 
has supported the democratic movement in 
^]^nce. This man was thrust aside in 
favor of Darlan and Giraud. 
/^^^Vfï^tA will happen when the war ends? 
t^^dfas the leader of the French and as 
an opponent of democracy — the sort who 
•will turn the reins of government over to a 
popularly elected government? Will the 
Allies condone his actions now and then 
force him to depart from the political 
scene? Or will they continue to support 
him after the war? 

Does the .\llicd support, tacit or otlier- 
• wisc, of the present North African regime 
mean that some day in the not too distant 
future there will be dealing with similarly 
obnsiituted govMsuawtfl in Gennaay »nd 




Cai^Jan 
Remihiscences

My very first impression, and an impression 
that was never to be changed, was that Canada 
is a country of infinite beauty. As the boat 
sped its way leisurely up the St. Lawrence on 
that date late in July, I was amazed by the 
richness and variegated hues of the foliage 
along the banks, with the blue haze of the 
mountains in the distance. As the sun went 
further and further down, to the bright almost 
gaudy flashes of colour softened and mellowed 
until the mountaina alone were discernible as 
gentle dark contours above which hung, like a 
smoking oil lamp just before it is extinguished, 
a soft yellow luminous haze. 

Arrived in Montreal and having started 
school, I began very slowly the re-orientation 
which is essential if any degree of sympathy is 
to be developed between the stranger and hi* 
hew environments ' I must stress tlie fact that 
it was slow, because. I tried very hard at first 
to remain aloof from these "Crude colonials." 
An English school boy just turned fifteen is apt 
to regard himself, and his own opinions very 
seriously. If these opinions have been based 
on the teachings of his good old "public" school, 
and on the principles laid down by British 
Toryism, they must of necessity be regarded 
as permanent and Irrefutable for the simple 
reason that they have been poured into you 
by your parents and associates for as far back 
as you can remember. 

The. process of thawing out these dicta, and 
also of extracting certain personal attributes 
which could have been nothing but distasteful 
to my new companions, brought me to the stun- 
ning realization that there were other points 
of view, and furthermore that some of these 
opinions had to be considered, whether they 
clashed with preconceived notions or not. 

It was only after I had succesi^ully passed 
through the period of being purged of those 
fairly representative national prejudices, that 
I was in a position actually to comment upon 
my observations with any degree of compre- 
hension. Possibly I can best begin by referring 
to the general standards of life, customs, and 
national characteristics, (If such attributes exist, 
as I believe they do with some reservations). 

From my own experience, Canadians as they 
probably know better than anyl>ody else, are 
essentially reserved. What they probably do 
not realize, but what is outstanding to the 
stranger is the fact that their reserve springs 
in most cases from a political and sentimental 
loyalty to England, and the tremendous cultural 
and commercial influence of the United States. 
This conflict is senseless, because if it continues 
it will finally end in a victory for one side or 
the. other, and Canada will simply be a dupli- 
cate or imitaUon of whichever side wins. 

Some^of the worst aspects of thb trend are 
in evidence in the social life^ofj^the people. 
Very sUnplc and apparently Innocent examples 
are a fanatic attachment to swing music, the 
deification of the soap opera characters, the 
flooding of Canadian Book stalls with Ameri- 
can periodicals, and the virtual monopoly of 
American made pictures in Canadian theatres. 
It is possible JU> say that all these together com- 
bine to act as a soporific upon the national 
consciousness, stifling by the sum total of its 
mass a desire or realization for anything repre- 
sentative of Canada. 

Nature abhors a vacuum; try to create one 
by taking the air away from a certain origin, 
and you will find unless you are very careful 
that different air will come from elsewhere. 

If a goodly percentage of what is after all 
little better than the dregs of what Americans 
fondly call their culture were to be removed, 
there would be something far better to take its 
place. Hundreds of Canadians with enormous 
talent have been too shy to produce their work, 
because they know perfectly well' that they 
stand no possible chance of competing with the 
obscene American machine, which as the mon- 
ster in the Faerie Quccne, spews forth a stream 
of mediocre literature two thirds of which is 
controlled by men whose deliberate purpose it 
is to. keep the public misinformed. I refer spe- 
clflcally to such men as William Kandolph 
Hearst and Henry Luce. 

WiUiin the next few years the United States 
is going to pass through Gethsemane; there are 
all the evidences of a coming rite to supreme 
Fascist power, which many commentators have 
tried unsuccessfully to call to the attention of 
the people. I do not want the same to happen 
to Canada; frankly I like Canada better than 
the United States, (although I was for a time 
Infatuated with the gloss and hard sophistica- 
tion of the U.S.) Canada, In spite of reports to 
the contrary gets things dOQe, and she gels 
them done without a lot of blaring and childish 
conceit; maybe it would be better in some ways 
if she were to simulate more^agj^essivenets in 
regard to her own accoR^Ushmehts, because 
people who do not know her very well are 
liable to regard her as dull. 

The most remarkable national characteristic 
of Canada is her humanity; it is In splendid 
contrast to the almost pervading pofley of grab 
what you can of the U.S. i^g i|iafeèI.v. 

1 do not believe that Uu?neraûâry for me 
to explain myself, when I say that Canada it 
humane, all that you have to do is to look 
around you at the smallest occurrences of 
everyday .life, the politeness of store assistants, 
the kindness of labourers to one another, the 
reasonableness and honesty of busineu negotia- 
tions. There arc of course exceptions, but all 
these trifling examples taken generally add up 
to what may be known a» the National Char- 
acter. 

Already Canada is producing signs of her 
slowly growing Culture; small examples sueb 
at the splendid documentary fUnu produced at 
Ottawa dealing mainly with ttae war, the fact 

that the Canadii^n Broadcasting Corportlon is 
producing more and more of Its own pro. 
grammes many of which arc excellent, and 
locally, the remarkable Improvement even 
within a few months of the Montreal Symphony 
Orchestra, and the springing up within a short 
time of other symphonic' groups_within this 
city. 

All this ig good, but not nearly good enough.'

But the common aim cannot in all 
cases be so well designated or expressed In a 
compact shape, whereby the world or indeed 
the participants of that community arc able to 
recognize It 

The organized soul of Ckrmany Is best cen- 
tralized in Faust, of England in Mr. Pickwick, 
of the United.States in the writingi of Heming- 
way and Dos Passos. 

So far I have diseuisad my reactions pretty 
generally, with reference to Canada as an en- 
tity. In the way of conclusion I shall dlsstct 
a few more intimate observations, which have 
been brought about from personal experience. 

I like Montreal. I like it in spite of its 30 
degrees below zero weather. In spite of the fact 
that lit ttreetêart never come, and its night 
clubs are closed almost before you have had 
time to finish dinner. I like Montreal because 
it is a city with character, and because It it a 
beautiful city to look at, and mainly I like It 
because of the people I know in it, charming 
hosts, and convivial and in aome cues raucous 
associates whom I shall be wirier to leave even 
for a time than I can' hope to express myseU. 

As for my experience out West I suppose 
that no other occurrence had tver shown me 
what it is 'to be on your own in a completely 
new environment without substantial fundi, 
and the neeeulty to rely upon what I . delight 
in calling my own initiative. Yet even this IN 
lusion was not quite complete, because of the 
considerable aiilstance which I received from 
Professor. CulUton. But incomplete as the illu- 
sion may have been, It served well enough to 
show that life Is not always and will not al- 
ways be the same raUonal|iad aeciirlty'; which 
we are so prone to regard at being permanent 

I suppose that I ihould tay something about 
McGiU, because at McGill I have come mto 
contact with so many people and experience)! 
which have helped to change me. One remark- 
able thing about this University It the fact that 
of all the people whom I. have come to knew 
intimately, there has bfen not' one who has 
been anything like what-ls the usual concep- 
tion of Unlvenlty undcrfra4uat«f, pleuure 
loving, extravagant and dissipated. Maybe it U 
the war that hu rendered them aerlous. Logi- 
cal thinkers and of what the preachers call high 
moral character, but what I woidd aimply caU 
InlelUcent livbtg, maybe it is beeatite I have 
only come 'to know individuals of one p4rtle^• 
lar type, but I believe and hope sincerely that 
those conditions are untrue, that the people I 
know here are repruentative of the whde uni- 
versity, and therefore pretty well rcprestntailve 
of the whole of Canada, to that when I return 
to England and peoi^e uk me what I think of 
Canada. I thall be able to say " Whatever you' 
may care to think of her past, from all the 
young people that I have met over there, I can 
assure you that her luturt is goin( to be 
daauMd «oo|l'* .

Colleges and College Students 
Must Serve, AuDOUDces McNutt 
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and Navy plan. Haverford, I know, 
will in a few days start the .train- 
ing of a unit of pre-meteorologica] 
students, destined to become weath- 
er officers in the Army Air Force. 
But what about those colleges, with 
standards no . less admirable than 
our own, which are outside the gen- 
eral Army and Navy pilan and are 
also overlooped in special traln||ig 
plans? Is their place In the war 
effort to be confined to yielding 
their students to the draft and re- 
stricting their services to the edu- 
cation of the handful who are un- 
der 18, or physically unfit? ' 

In catetj,,whei«^th^ 
a virile^IAttltutionr«rvlng iU eim 
munity as well and aleiftly admin- 
istered, I feel sure the answer to 
that question will be in' the nega- 
tive. Some private colleges, like 
some private business organizations, 
may have to- close their doors for 
the duration, reopening tfferwards 
if ther<e is the effective, demand for 
their services which is. the acid test 
of whether or not . these, rse'r vices 
are needed. Such war casualties, 
however, should be few in number 
if the colleges themselves show the 
Initlatlva which is one test of the 
validity of .their claim to tiu'vival. 

Watbington is not Berlin and we 
do not propose to risglment' our 
colleges to any standardized pro- 
gram of State-directed service. 
Wathington.wIU not dictate a unl- 
ferm plan of action' to the colleges. 
But I can assure you that both the 
War Manpower , Commission and 
the United States Office of Educa- 
Uon, which also comes under my 
juriidlcllon as Federal Security 
Administrator, are keenly interèst- 
ed ici all efforts which the colleges, 
IsxMw^tiall»; wt ooHeetivaly. make 



in their own interests. I recall that 
Dr. John W. Studcbakcr, the Com- 
missioner of Education, said: "We 
must have a special concern lest 
the liberal arts colleges of America 
be jettisoned." I would like to go on 
record as aharing that concern. 

In the provision of manpower we 
do not expect much quantitative 
help from the small Liberal Arts 
colleges. But we do expect Impor- 
tant qualitative assistance, both 
for the preservation and improve- 
ment of pur . own way of life and 
for the eventual establishment of a 
better international order.

At this thne also the other main 
characteristic of the sidehlll began 
to appear. This is known as the di- 
rectional characteristic.

Ahd it was found 
that their offspring also had this 
characteristic, in the process of 
the evolution of the species the In- 
side leg of^ the gouger has shorten- 
ed to keep his body more nearly 
erect 

An experiment carried out by 
the Alberta Foothill Surveying So- 
ciety crossed the gouger with a 
Mountain Goat buttthejpMUltolare 



not definite although it Is said they 
are very necessary for mountain 
survey. 

If my reader has fully understood 
the main characteristics of the an' 
tmal I will proceed to give some 
more specialized data on It' At this 
time though, I must admit that this 
article could not have been writ- 
ten, especially the following para- 
graphs without the help of Zeke 
Campbell who Is probably the 
World's greatest living authority on 
these useful animals. 

It has been found that the use of 
this animal in contour work Is fault 
less within its limitations. Once the 
surveyor bas carried it to a certain 
level It wUI stay at the level untU 
It Is carried to another. It gives the 
slope of the land automatically be- 
sides correcting the surveyor if he 
has put him on a wrong Interval. 

Ttie, refusal to go on Its own free 
will from one level to another has 
been exasperating as also the clock- 
wise and counterclockwise tenden- 
cies. A tragic example of this is of 
one surveyor who tried to do a 
clockwise jo^ by using 2 counter 
clockwise goliger and was last heard 
of in the Andes stUt tirying to get 
back on the 1,000* foot contoun One 
of these animals was brought to a 
job on the prairie near Regina but 
it died of a broken heart and has 
not been heard of since. 

Although it is one of the most 
Important animals in surveying to- 
day, completely Uking the place ol 
the now . almost extinct contour 
weasels, the gouger is relatively 
Ksrcc, Except for, the Alberts, and 
Motitona^iloeks, the only other 
trained trilMni the one that belongs 
to Cyrls C. Benchmark of Hodge 
vUic, Virginia. In fact several ani- 
mals escaped from Cyris and breed- 
.•d themselves to the wild state. 
Though they hide in the daytime, 
it can be seen where they live by 
the paths tracing out the contours 
in the various hUls around Hodge* 
vUle. • ; . 

A picture of this phenomenon can 
be seen {n the Outlines of Geogoly, 
page 54. Although the geogolists are 
of the .opinion that it was traced 
out by grazing cattle, Cyrls Bench- 
mark and the citizens of Hodgevllle 
assure me it was done by tb* side* 
hill Gouger. It is said that when 
one oldtlme surveyor, saw the hills 
9f Hodgevllle he sat down and 
drank himself to death. His dying 
words were, "To think that I work- 
ed five years at the turn of the cea* 
tury to find out what those 7&£% 
nm animals did in six months all 
alone." ! '
